And so it is that people 
now love the things that he did so wonderful­ 
ly well. 
By detaching himself from worry­ 
ing about hov\r much he was to get for a work 
of art, he was enabled to produce things that 
now live— and will always live. 
Go into a great newspaper’s news room 
and you will see dozens of reporters drum­ 
ming out their .stories— unconcerned with the 
noise and activity there. 
Each writer is de­ 
tached from everything—even the outside 
world— while his mind seeks to concentrate 
upon the story at hand. 
He is the greatest business man who can 
detach himself from his office, and all its 
care, the moment that he leaves the front 
door. 
Detachment can be made a habit— and 
a very valuable one at that!

General Stack pole Commands 22nd 
Major General Edward J. Black­ 
pot, Jr., commander of the 22nd, 
held the bulk of his forces in reserve 
to follow tile advance detachments 
and secure high ground in the Ad- 
irondacks’ foothills. 
The successful assault on Madrid 
was launched under the direction 
of Colonel Fred H. Kelley, Pottstown, 
acting commanding officer of Hie 
111th. 
Advance detachments of the first 
division had taken over the town 
and left only two machine gun 
platoons at its main approach.
